BASIS OF COMPROMISE 


Tariff Reduced to a 
Minimum 


and Island is Given Self 


Government. 


Agreement Fa7ored by McKinley to Be 


Pushed, the Islanders to Pay No 


Duty on Necessities—Civil Goyern- 
ernment at Once and the Tariff to 
Apply Only So Long as Necessary 
—Amounts to Victory for the Free 
Traders. 


Washington, D. C., March 27-At 


last the Porto Eican question is settled. 
The compromise is agreed upon, and the 
republicans are harmonious once more. 
A'l the conflicting interests have been 
adjusted. 


The legislation which will be agreed 


upon embraces 15 per cent duty on all 
goods sent from the United States to 
Porto Bico, except foodstuffs and the 
necessities of life, which are free of 
duty; articles sent from Porto Eico to 
the United States, 15 per cent duty; the 
full Dingley rates in Porto Eico against 
countries other than the United States; 
the limitation of the duty, to the time 
when the island needs the money; and, 
finally, a complete system of local gov- 
ernment to go into effect at once. t 


At the conference last evening, which 


lasted for several hours, a general basis 
of 
compromise was reached, which, 


while.it is not binding upon any one, 
there having been no formal caucus, is 
almost certain to receive practically the 
whole of the republican strength.

It In McTCinley'B Compromise 


Practically speaking, the compromise 


is tbat suggested by the president. It 
takes the house bill as it finds it, with 
15.S^wr cent of the Dingley rate, and 
leaves that rate of duty intact on all ar- 
ticles imported. 
This, of course, in. 


eludes tobacco and sugar, but in all such 
casBB it amounts to giving Porto Bico a 
prefereuce of 85 cents over any other 
country. 


Not only is the tariff reduced to min- 


inum and abolished on the necessities of 
life, but the island is to be given self 
government at once. 
The compromise 


agreed upon at the conference proposes 
to join to the tariff bill, amended as in- 
dicated, 
the 
complete 
government 


scheme submitted by Senator Foraker. 


This fact makes the limitations in the 


tariff bill ae to the termination of the 
tariff when the local government can 
produce enough revenue, mean some- 
thing, whereas it would have no sicni- 
ficance as a part of a tariff bill in "ad- 
vance of a civil government. 


Victory For the Objectors.

With us courtesy demands that a per- 
sonal call bo made after a dinner or 
luncheon invitation and within a woclt 
after the function.

After a wedding cue calls upon those 


In whose names the invitations were 
issued and upon the young couple with- 
in tlie year. 
A bride calls upon nor 


friends only after they have paid her 
that attention. 


The presence of guests at a recep- 


tion is accounted a visit. They leave 
their cards ami those of the absent 
members of their families In the hall 
before entering the drawing or recep- 
tion room. 


Those unable to accept wedding o'r 


reception 
iuvlratsous send cards in- 


closed in envelopes on the clay of the 
function, by inuul or post, and call aft- 
erward. 
.-Nt'lcr any other form of en- 


tertainment cards may be sent, but, 
vrLt!U possible, a call should be made 
in person. 


A lady's social visiting is regulated 


by custom ns by a code. There -must 
be a cull for a call ami a card for a curd. 


At the lirst call of the season n mar- 


ried woman leaves, with her own, two 
of her husband's cards for the lady 
and master of the house and three of 
her sou's if there be young ladies in 
the family. 
If her friend be at home, 


she places them on the hall table, send- 
ing her owit card by the servant. At 
subsequent calls she need not leave 
her husband's card unless he lias re- 
ceived an invitation, and she may al- 
low her sons and daughters to assume 
their own obligations. 


A change of residence should be an- 


nounced early in the season by sending 
cards to all one's acquaintances, with 
the now address and reception day. 


If a lady has a reception day, her 


friends should try to call at that time. 
She need not receive chance callers ou 
any other day; she could never be sure 
of an unhfterruptcd hour at home. The 
servant should be previously instruct- 
ed to give the same message to all 
comers, "Mrs. Homer is engaged today 
and is 'sorry not to be able to see any 
cue," at which none could take offense. 


STONES OF INFAMY. 


Memorials of 
Crime That Are Found 


In Ancient Genoa. 


Some stones of Genoa tell of treach- 


ery and crime, and as stones of infamy 
are, we believe, peculiar to 
Genoa. 


They belong to later and .more fieg'en 
erate times than those of the noble 
Dovias and their victories. 
Here is 


one inscription on a pillar in the Via 
del Campo: "In infamous memory oC 
Julius Caesar Vacchero, most aban- 
doned of men,who,£or having conspire;! 
against the republic, with his head cur. 
•iff, with his goods confiscated, with 
his sons banished, and with his house 
destroyed, 
expiated 
his well-earned 


puuishiiient in the year oC grace IG2S." 
This Vacchero, a man of low birth, but 
wealthy, aspired to high dignity in the 
town, and plotted to betray the place 
t.o Charles Emmanuel, of Savoy, arir] 
to massacre the Doge and leading no- 
bles. He had.his reward, as .the above 
inscription plainly shows. 
Here is an- 


other stone of infamy: "To John Paul 
Balbi, worst of men, a vile assassin, a 
clipper of gold coin and an utterer of 
false.a notorious thief and an infamous 
extortioner of tribute, declared a state 
traitor for conspiring against 'the re- 
public, his property confiscated, his 
sons proscribed, He himself condemned 
to tho halter, this 
stone 
has been 


raised to his eternal shame In the year 
1650." 
This Balbi was engaged in a 


plot to betray the town to the French 
in the time of Mazarin. 
Although his 


plot was discovered, he contrived to ef- 
fect his escape, and spared the labors 
of the hangman. 
The third stone tells 


of "Raphael della Torre, a despoiler by 
every artifice of other men's goods, a 
vile murderer, an associate oC thieves, 
a pirate, in his own waters, a traitor 
and an enemy of the state, who in- 
curred for plotting the ruin of the re- 
public punishments less great than his 
crimes, was 
sentenced 
to be twice 


hanged, to have his property confis- 
cated, 
his sons 
banished, and 
his 


houses destroyed. 
Through this last- 


ing monument of inCamy may his name 
be loathsome. Year of our Lord 1672."

CHAPLAINS IN THE 


ARMY AND NAVY 


Bill 
in the House 


Them With 


of 


to Appoint More of 
an Increase 
. 


Washington, March 27—Mr. Hull of 


the military-committee has reported to 
the house a bill authorizing the presi- 
dent to appoint one chaplain with the 
raak of captain for every regiment in 
the service, both regular and volunteer, 
There are only thirty-four chaplains in 
the army at present, four of whom are 
colored. They receive 81,500 a year, 
with ' -a 10 per cent increase every five 
years to a maximum of $175 u month. 
Under the new bill the pay of a chap- 
lain will.be $2,000 a year "with on in- 
crease until a maiimun. of $233 a^nonth 
is reached. 


It is the general impression that moat 


of the chaplains in both the -army and 
navy are Catholics, but this is a great 
mistake. They are classified for both 
army Bud navy' as ' follows: 
Mflthodist 


21; Presbyterian 8; Episcopalians 14: 
Baptists 4; Congregationalists 1; Chris- 
tian 2; -Unitarian:!; Universaliat 1, and 
Catholic 7. 


Navy, chaplains receive better pay 


than those in tho array. For the first 
five years their salaries are $2,500 acd 
the secoDil five years $2,800 when at 
sea, with $500 less when on shore duty. 
The appointments are vary popular and 
there are several hundred applications OD 
file in both the war and navy depart- 
ments. 


Mies' Helen Gould of New -York is 


maintaining nice or ten chaplains in the 
army at her own expense. These men 
are not officially recognized as chaplains, 
but as ministers and Y. M. C. A. work- 
ers. They voluntarily and unofficially 
do practically the same work. Misa 
Gould, it is stated, pays each one of 
these men $90 a month and his ex 
penses.
